Last week in this column we 
discussed secondary brain tumor 
growth which had originated in 
cancer of the bronchial tubes or 
lung. Today a simple method of 
detection of cancer nf the lung 
wilt be described below. 
Not too many years 
ago, 
a 
simple method of detection of 
cancer was devised at Cornell 
University by one of their sur­ 
geons. 
R 
involved making a 
smear from the surface of the 
suspected area. 


THE SECRETIONS from this 
area were then placed on a gloss, 
fixed there, and stained and in 
a fairly large percentage of ac­ 
tual cases of cancer, the cancer 
cells were seen on the slid. This 
without removing a section of tis­ 
sue from the suspected area of 
disease involvement. 
This method of studying the 
cells is known as cytology. It's 
application has been extended to 
area* other than the first which 
was at the mouth of the uterus. 
Within the past twelve years, 
certain clinics have made this 
cytologic method of examination 
applicable to suspect cancer of 
thq lung. All that is necessary 
is the collection of sputum which 
is coughed up and not just saliva.

88 per cent 
were shown and proven to have 
this type of cancer. 
In the hands 
of 
experienced 
workers in this field, and special 
prolonged training is necessary 
to teach accuracy, less than I 
per cent of error is found to oc­ 
cur. The sputum must be col­ 
lected on five different mornings 
for those examinations to allow 
of maximum accuracy. 
Whore 
only one specimen was subm it­ 
ted only 40 per cent accuracy 
occurred in the diagnosis and 
with three specimens, 
65 
per 
cent. 


THE SPUTUM MUST also be 
prepared for examination before 
it has had 
a 
chance 
to 
dry 
which m eans within one or two 
hours of its being coughed up. 
Cytologic examination is there­ 
fore a very simple method in 
the hands of the experienced and 
should be used where any indi­ 
vidual has a chronic cough which 
seems to originate in the lower 
respiratory tract.

Pick flowers at their peak of per­ 
fection to retain form and color 
Then fill a large, shallow box with 
l>owdered borax 
Strip off leaves 
•Wire each flower by gently push­ 
ing the w ire into the flower head 
and through the stem 
Then sprin­ 
kle each flower lightly with the 
borax and 
place head down 
in 
borax in the box. Cover complete­ 
ly and leave in a cool, dry place 
from two to four days, depending 
on fullness and texture of the blos­ 
soms. 
Then rem ove and put in vases 
without w ater. 
Dried flowers also may he used 
in corsages and hat decorations 
These flowers are washable, too 
Remove dust by spraying gently 
with w ater and let drain. 


To keep fresh cranberries, re­ 
move any over ripe or poor quality 
berries before storing.

Then use a very fine steel wool or 
damp cloth with non-a b r a s i v e 
scouring powder. 
Buff the plate vigorously with a 
dry soft cloth after working it with 
steel wool. 
Then heat It slightly, 
apply beeswax or 
paraffin 
and 
cool. 
Another dry cloth bulling will re­ 
move excess paraffin, which will 
guard against further s t i c k i n g 
starch.
